Busy because of the great demands on your time, useful because you can care for 
those who need you and cannot care for themselves, happy because you are absorbed 
in some vocation which satisfies the soul. 

And finally, let us remember that we are only useful supernummeries in the battle 
of life, simple stage accessories in the drama, playing a minor but essential part.

In the last year we have established affiliation with the Provincial Mental Hospit¬ 
al at Ponoka. 

We spend two months of our three years in training, living with the mentally ill. 
Many of these patients appear very normal while others are extremely unbalanced. 

During our stay at P.M.H. we work on the Female Infirmary, which is where the 
physical ill as well as mentally ill patients are placed, the Chronic Female Wards and the 
Admitting Wards of both the female and male patients. 

We also take part in some of the Occupational Therapy done by the mentally 
ill. There is a large Occupational Therapy building where the patients can sew, knit, 
weave, or even do carpenter work or woodwork. Many of the finished work is put up 
for sale. 


A great number of patients are able to assist with the running of the hospital. 
Some work in the laundry, others in the kitchen, as cleaning maids, and still others run 
the farm. 

The students who have had the opportunity of going to P.M.H. would like to 
thank those who made our affiliation possible and also those at P.M.H. who made our stay 
so enjoyable.

AFFILIATION AT THE CENTRAL ALBERTA SANATORIUM 


During our three years as a nurse in training, we spend two months at the Central 
Alberta Sanatorium, which is about ten miles from Calgary. Together with the two stud¬ 
ents from Medicine Hat, there are two such students from the Holy Cross Hospital, Cal¬ 
gary, the Archer Memorial Hospital, Lamant, and the Galt Hospital, Lethbridge. 

While at C.A.S. the students work in the different Infirmaries from the admitting 
wards to the discharge Pavilions and they observe the patient from the time he is ad¬ 
mitted until he is well enough to be discharged or to take on some part-time work at the 
Sanatorium. 

Also we see the many different types of work done by these patients. Men and 
women both work at knitting, sewing and embroidering. There is also a large occupa¬ 
tional Therapy building where the men can do woodwork, play cards or other mild forms 
of exercise. 

There is an enjoyable social life for the staff which includes badminton, tennis, volley 
ball, ping pong, dancing, swimming, skating, and weiner roasts. 

The students from Medicine Hat who went to the Sanatorium would like to 
thank those who made our affiliation possible and also those at C.A.S. who made our stay 
so enjoyable.
